Negroes And Whites Engage In a Race War 


On The Roofs Of New York City, 


POLICE FIGHT A WAY TO SAFETY 


Arrest Of A Nagro On A Housetop Causes A General Race 


Riot In The "San Juan" Hill District 


Of The City.

Xew York-, July 15,—"San -Juan 


Hill," the district bounded, by Amster- 
dam and West End. avenues and Sixty- 
First and Sixty-Third streets, so called 
because of its notoriety as a battle- 
ground, was the scene Friday night 
of a furious race riot, which required 
250 policemen to quell, after many 
shots had been fired and several .per- 
sons had been seriously injured. 


The trouble began shortly after 9 


o'clock, when a policeman arrested 
Edward Coiiuelly for attacking Henry 
Williams, a negro, and was pursued 
to the-station House with his prisoner 
by a mob of Connelly's friends, hurl- 
ing showers of stones and other mis- 
siles. 


When the station house reserves 


turned .out the whole neighborhood 
was in an uproar and blacks engaged 
in desperate struggles in the streets. 
Torrents of missiles were hurled from 
the roofs and windows. Within ten 
minutes 
not less than a thousand 


men, boys and 
women, black and 


white, were engaged in furious com- 
bat. 


• Police Are Overpowered. 


The small party of'police were pow- 


erless, and reinforcements were sum- 
moned. On then* arrival a cordon was 
dra\v.-i around the whole district, and 
strong patrols made repeated charges 
down the streets in a vain effort to re- 
store order. 


They succeeded in making a few 


prisoners and were forced to retreat, 
fighting every inch of the way, and 
pursued to the station house by a 
howling mob. 


The worst of the fighting was in 


Sixty-Second street, where from every 
window and from every roof rained 
missiles;, while hundreds of shots were 
tired. Roundsman Patrick Walsh was 
knocked down by Joseph B. Smith, a 
negro, who leaped upon him from a 
stoop, and after attempting to shoot 
him struck him repeatedly with the^ 
butt of his revolver. Walsh was .final- 
ly rescued by his comrades. 


Calls Re-enforcements. 


Inspector McLaughlin arrived short- 


ly before 9 o'clock, and. reali/.ing how 
widespread was the danger, sent hur- 
ry calls for reserves from as far nortl^ 
as One Hundred and 
Twenty-Fifth 


street and as far south as Leonard 
street, from the East Side and from 
the West Side.

Squads of men were then sent alone 


the roofs of the houses in Sixty-sec- 
ond street, where the fighting seemed 
heaviest. They walked from West End 
avenue to Amsterdam, clearing the 
roofs. 


Many chimneys had 
been torn to 


pieces to furnish ammunition to the 
rioters, and' in the corners of roofs 
were mounds of bricks, pottery and 
bottles. More arrests were made, and 
several whites and negroes were res- 
cued from gangs of assailants, 
but 


desultory combats 'continued. 


Inspector McLaughlin 
and Captain 


Gallagher, while passing through, res- 
cued Michael Jacoby. a white man. 
who was being beaten by two negroes 
armed with rocks. 
The negroes es- 


caped. 


The rioting spread down to Fifty' 


seventh and up to Sixty-eighth street, 
although the hardest 
battles 
were 


fought between Sixty-first and Sixty- 
third streets. 


For more than half an hour c,ars on 


the 
Amsterdam 
avenue line 
were 


blocked. 
Colored men, pursued by 


whites, took refuge on cars as they 
passed and were followed by showers 
of bricks and stones as they fled. 


Every window in 
many cars was 


broken and passengers took shelter in 
neighboring houses. 
Conductors and 


motormen hid under seats, 
leaving 


their cars at the mercy of the mob. 
Several passengers were slightly hurt 
by stones and-broken glass.. 


Tours Battlefield. 


Commissioner McAdoo arrived at 


11- o'clock and made a lour of the bat- 
tlefleld/'the fighting by that time hav- 
ing long since ceased. 
He, said the 


riot could not have taken place had 
not the rougher element been p'ermit- 
ter to carry arms. They appeared to 
have a regular arsenal of weapons, as 
Ihe police found when they searched 
the prisoners. 


In all seven whites and two negroes 


had their injuries attended to by the 
ambulance surgeons, but scores of 
others less seriously hurt were taken 
to their homes by friends. 


Five whites and six negroes, among 


them women of both races, almost all 
of whom bure traces of conflict with 
the police, were arrested. 


• A picke'd body of thirty police-men 
was detailed to occupy the disturbed 
region during the night, and assist the 
police of the precinct.

PATIENTS DIE OF DISEASE. 


SPECIAL 
CARE 
IS TAKEN 


Penalties for Not Reporting the Dis- 


ease Are Very Stringent— 


The Requirements. 


Under 'chapter 192 of tho laws of 


1905 an act prescribing the duties ot 
physicians and others relative to in- 
iVctious diseases brings out some in- 
leresliug facts relative to consumption 
that has perhaps not before beeji fully 
noted or junderstood. 
Sections one, 


two and three of the law merely re- 
fer to the treatment of contagious di- 
seases relative to notification of the 
fact that the disease exists. The re- 
maining sections 'deal entirely with 
tuberculosis and are reprinted so that 
their moaning may be made clear to

It shall 
be the duty of the person or physician 
in charge, to notify the commissioner 
of health of such city, aforesaid, of 
said removal, within twenty-four (24) 
hours thereafter,

ments or premises so vacated shall 
not again be occupied until duly reno- 
vated and disinfected as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section C. In case of the vacation 


of any premises or apartments as set 
out In section five (5) hereof, the 
commissioner of health, or one of his 
health officers, shall immediately vis- 
it said premises, and shall order and 
direct taht such premises or. apart- 
ments and all infected articles there- 
in be properly and.suitably disinfect- 
ed. 
In case there shall be no re- 


maining occupants in such premises 
or apartments, and same shall be va- 
cant, then the commissioner of health 
shall caiise a notice in writing to be 


. served npon the owner,/or agent of tho 


owner of such premises or

This notice must not be removed

'Section 9. The provisions of this 


act shall not be construed as a lim- 
itation upon the officers of the com-

Section 10. All acts, or parts of 


acts, including the provisions of any

ing Eggs and Keeping Them

To the Editor: 
Can you explain 


how the packers are- able to preserve 
eggs for any length of time?

The most simple method of pack- 


ing eggs is contained in the follow- 
ing recipe, which is used by an ex- 
perienced packer.

"eggs packed in August will be as 
fresh the next April as they were 
when laid."

paraffin, 


which melt: in a kettle over the stove 
slowly .until it is all perfectly melt- 
ed, bud do no-i> have, it- hotter -than'' 
necessary to'k'e'cp it'thin like'water: 
Put the eggs into a wire spoon, a 
few at a time, so that they do noi 
touch each other, 
pip them quick- 


ly, but thoroughly, into the melted 
paraffin, letting them get thoroughly 
wet in it, but not hot enough to cook 
them any. 
Raise the wire spoon or 


basket over the' kettle' and let all 
drain off that will run from them. 
Set them on a table or board for the 
paraffin to harden, which it will do 
in fifteen minutes, sealing all 
the 


pores of the eges perfectly air tight. 
so that they will keep for months in 
a cool, dry place. They keep the best 
packed in salt or" put in egg cases on 
a dry cellar shelf.

guards. 
Kirllfeff was employed by tho 


czar as a sort of undersecretary. Ac- 
cording to some authorities, Alexander 
protected him owing to some remorse 
which he felt as the result of having 
when a young man countenanced a 
duel In which KlrllefTs father was 
killed. 


KirilefE loved the caar, but he did not 


love czardorn, and tho regiment lu 
which he served Is notorious In the an- 
nnls of Russia's palace plots. 


One day Klrlleff married secretly. 


The woman he married, a cousin of tbe 
famous Vcra Sassulltch, was devoted 
to the cause of freedom. Love of wife 
completed what love of country had 
begun. Klrileff'became a nihilist and 
was chosen to remove the czar. Kirileff 
protested. He was ready, he said, to 
revolt, but not to assassinate, and least 
of nil to assassinate the master to 
whom he owed everything. 


His wife, Varvara Kirlleff, left him 


and wrote vindictively that his "trea- 
son" had marked blm out for a venge- 
ance which she herself would not hesi- 
tate to execute. A few days Inter a 
son was born to her. 


Discovering her hiding place on tho 


St. Petersburg side- of the Neva, Klr.1- 
left hastened to her. 
She cursed him 


as a traitor. He implored pardon, of- 
fered to execute the nihilist.orders and 
returned to Peterhof, where Alexan- 
der was expected on one of his brief 
visits—a murderer In Intention. 


A fortnight passed, but the nihilists 


got'no news. 
A revolutionary courier 


gained access to Peterbof and demand- 
ed an Interview with Klrlleff. 
. Next morning, the door of the blue 
room. In which Kirileff performed'hla 
secretarial work, was found to be 
locked. Tho door was burst open. Be- 
side the hearth lay the appointed mur- 
derer, shot through the bead. 


On the table was a letter addressed 


to the CKiir. What was In It Alexander 
never snld. but he ordered Klrlle'fTs 
body to be -taUeu home to Novgorod 
and buried honorably, and from that 
day to this the blue room baa remained 
closed.
